BEER. - The consumption per inhabitant was 10.12 galls:, an increase of 
0.82 gallons for the year and 4.41 gallons for the last 7 years, but 

it is still less than the maximum of 10.83 gallons in 1926-27. 

Imported Beer decreased from 20,300 gallons to 19,728, and Australian 
Beer incréased from 5,472,753 to 5,995,667 gallons, 


SPIRITS. (Pf. Galls.) - Consumption of Spirits was .0l pf. galls. less 
than in the previous years - 0.15 pf. galls. per inhabitant compared 
with the maximum of 0.37 pf. galls in 1923-24. The total quantity in 
pf. galls. was 90,513 a decrease of 2,218 pf. galls. or 24%. Imported 
Spirits consumed decreased by 0.6% and Australian Spirits by 5.3%. 

The proportion to the total was - Imported Spirits 34.7 (35.8)%, 
Australian Spirits 65.3 (64.2)%.
